If the bond proposal to pro- 
vide funds for expansion and 
rehabilitation of the penal sys- 
tem, eleemosynary and higher 
educational institutions is ap- 
proved, Gov. Phil M. Donnelly 
proposes to call the Legislature 
into special session to allot the 
monev to the various eligible

000 would be for construction 
and equipment of a new me-

Dr. Ellis, who is president of 
the University of Missouri, said: 
“There is nothing new or sud- 
den about this. It’s an old ac- 
cumulation of very old needs. 
It's a crisis.”

If the voters approve, the Leg- 
islature can allot the $75,000,000 
among the penal, eleemosynary

Pollock was asked why the 
proposition is being put in the 
form of a constitutional amend- 
ment, requiring only a simple 
rather than as a 
straight bond issue, on which a 
twotthirds majority is neces- 
sary.

Agent Had Obtained 
Evidence Under In- 
valid Warrant—Four 


Justices Dissent. | 
ee a | 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 16 (AP) 
~-The Supreme Court ruled 
today that Federal agents mav 
not testify in state criminal 
trials about evidence seized 
under an invalid federal search 
warrant. | 

Justice Douglas delivered the | 
5-to-4 decision on behalf of a 
majority composed of Chief 
Justice Warren and Justices 
Black, Frankfurter, Clark and 
himself. | 

Justice Harlan wrote a sharp | 
dissent, joined by Justices Reed, 
Burton and Minton. 

The litigation followed seiz- 
ure of marihuana by a Federal | 
narcotics agent from the New 
Mexico home of Dantan George 
Rea. An indictment was re- 
turned against Rea in United | 
States District Court in Albu- | 
querque, but the same court | 
later dismissed it on the ground 
that the search warrant used by 
the agent was invalid. 

State Court Complaint. 

The same federal agent next 
filed a complaint against Rea 
in a New Mexico state court, 
charging possession of mari- 
huana in violation of state law. 
Rea was arrested, but immedi- 
ately asked the United States 
District Court to bar the fed- 
eral agent from testifying in 
the state court trial. ' 

The U.nited States District 
Court refused to bar the testi-| 
mony, citing an earlier ruling 
by the. United State Supreme 
Court that the suppression of 
evidence illegally seized by fed- 
eral agents applies to federal 
proceedings. Rea appealed to 
the Supreme:Court to overturn | 
this holding. 

In granting Rea’s request, 
Douglas said for the majority 
that the federal agent in New 
Mexico had violated the federal 
rules governing searches and 
seizuses—rules prescribed by 
the Supreme Court and made 
effective after submission to 
Congress. 

Douglas said the power of 
the federal courts extends to 
policing the requireménts on.) 
searches and seizures, “and 
making certain that they are)! 
observed.” To now enjoin the 
federal agent from testifying, 
Douglas wrote “is merely to 
enforce the federal rules against 
those owing obedience to them.” 

Harlan’s Dissent. 

Harlans’ dissenting opinion 
said that so far as he knew this 
was the first time it has been 
suggested that the federal 
courts share with the execu- 
tive branch responsibility for 


supervising federal law en- 
forcement activities as such. He 
said previous court decisions 


had taken the view that the 
states should be left free to fol- 
low or not to follow federal 
rules regarding evclusion of 
evidence 

“The present decision seems 
to me to be a step in the op- ‘ 
posite and wrong direction,’ he & 
added.

Because the transmission and ais 
tribution branches of the industry 
are regulated—in exchange for 
clusive franchises—control advocates 
also urge that the production.of gas 
be regulated 

The excuse given for this is that 
otherwise the consumer is going to 


be “gouged” by the producer. Ex 
pongnts of regulation claim thal 
without controls, the consumers gas 
bill would increase by $800,000,000 

The facts are that the total the 
consumers ever paid the producer 


for gas in any one year was less than 
one quarter of this amount 

It seems rather silly to believe 
that removal of controls would re 
sult in gas prices being five times 
as great—particularly in view of the 
long-term contracts which are in @! 
fect between producers and the pipe 
line companies 

This latest experiment

the natural gas industry in a state 
of turmoil for 18 months.

The Mine in the Forest 

The partisan wrangling in the Senate-House 
subcommittees investigating the Al Sarena min- 
ing claims reflects no credit on either side 

The undisputed facts are that Secretary of 
Interior McKay has granted to A! Sarena Mines, 
Inc., of Trails, Ore, for $1500 mineral patents 
which also. gave the Company rights to a stand 
of timber in Rogue River National Forest which 
the Forest Service estimated was worth a quar- 
ter of a million dollars and which Republicans 
defending the action concede was worth $77,000. 

Secretary - McKay's predecessor, Secretary 
repeatedly put off the Al Sarena 
The Forest Service assayed the ore and 
it not worth mining. The Bureau.of Land 
Management of Mr. McKay's own department 
made three assays with the same results. 

The A. W.*Williams Inspection Co., of Mobile, 
Ala. was chosen by Al Sarena to assay the ore. 
Its chief chemist and metallurgist, John A. Mc- 
Daniel, testified the first assay showed “‘little or 
no mineral value.’ A later assay by the Mobile 
showed-a somewhat higher content of 
gold and silver. On the basis of this later assay 
Secretary McKay overruled his own and the 
Agriculture Department's experts and granted a 
mining patent to Al Sarena. 

Since the congressional investigation started, 
the Interior Department has displayed some 
very dubious tactics. Mr. McDaniek, testified 
under questioning that an associate solicitor for 
public lands in Interior, James D. Parriott, 
asked him to come to his office, and discussed 
his testimony with him in advance. Senator 
Scott. of North Carolina declared “the Depart- 
ment of the Interior is coaching witnesses.” 

At the hearing, the same Mr. Parriott dis- 
tributed to newspapér reporters a tax statement 
from company under investigation, making 
himself an errand boy for the private interests 
instead of a Government servant interested only 
in getting to the heart of the matter

W hat Constructive End? 

With the news columns full of charges and 
counter charges and the air waves flooded with 
criticisms and denials, it ought to be more than 
obvious at both the State Department and the 
White House that Secretary of State Dulles’s 
lite article was a needless blow at bipartisan- 
ship in the conduct of our foreign affairs 

One of the weekend exchanges was’ that which 
paired former Gov. Adlai E. Stevenson and for- 
mer Gov. Harold E. Stassen. Mr. Stevenson is 
a candidate for the Democratic presidential nom- 
ination and therefore has a special interest in 
picking up Administration errors these days. 
Hie said that in Mr. Dulles’s now world-traveled 
“verge of war” statement, the Secretary ap- 
peared “willing to play Russian roulette with 
the life of our nation.” 

As President Eisenhower's special assistant 
on disarmament problems, Mr. Stassen has a 
similar special interest in the situation. And so 
he accused Mr. Stevenson of a “deliberate dis- 
tortion” for “partisan political ends.” Then he 
rightly said the President's policy has been “‘de- 
voted to patiently producing prolonged peace.” 

But the question of success of the Eisenhower 
policy is not at issue. What is involved is 
Secretary Dulles’s approach to his’ task of di- 
plomacy. Is it with the attitude of a “to-the- 
brink” gambler? The Life magazine article so 
quotes him in essence. And that is what has 
disturbed so many people. 

If the justifiers of the Dulles article want to 
be helpful let them explain just how it con- 
tributes to bipartisanship on foreign policy at 
the outset of an election-year session when one 
party controls the White House and the other 
controls Congress. Let them show what con- 
structive end is served to offset the controversy.

But I do 
not get very much comfort out of that, 
because a passion for peace among the 
people is not very important unless it 
can express itself in policies on the part 
of those who govern the people 

Does the small, closely knit group 
which governs want peace”? I was not 
as convinced as I was about the feeling 
of the people themselves. Yet I think 
it is probably true that the rulers do 
desire peace, or at least a peaceful in- 
terlude, because of two factors: One is 
realization that the alternative is hydro- 
gen extermination. The other Khrush- 
chev said to me on more than one occa- 
sion: “We want peace because we can 
win the conflict between your system 


and our system without war.” 


These men are not suicidal Hitlers—~— 
there is conviction that in a more peace- 
ful international climate the free peo- 
ples will lose the competition because 
they will not accept the sacrifices that 


prolonged defense preparations involve. 


Their coalitions—particularly NATO— 
will therefore fall apart. Communists, 
I was assured, could stand up better 
to sacrifices than we could—are tough- 
er, more disciplined and more patient 
in .the long pull Communist society 
would therefore be superior to our 
capitalist society in peaceful but com- 
petitive co-existence 

A great gap of ignorance and misun- 


derstanding divides the .Communist 
world from ours .. On their side, it 
is colossal, almost pathetic and certain- 
ly dangerous 

It is just possible that the leaders, 
by a process of autointoxication. have 
come to believe their own propaganda, 
which is based on creating fear of the 
United States. Or it may be that these 
peoples are just trying to rationalize 
and justify their own aggressive poli- 
cies by trotting out this fear bogey. But 
whatever the reason is, their ignorance, 
genuine or ‘Calculated, is one of the 
most dangerous factors in the present 
situation. 

I told Khrushchev that we found the 
truth out of the clash of varying opin- 
lons—all of which could and must be 
expressed. It didn't make sense to him. 

When I argued that a Communist 
party in any country was a source of 
fear as a Russian base, he said: “That 
is your problem. If you don't like 
Communists in your country, put them 
in jail.” That a group should have the 
right to express views detested by the 
vast majority was quite beyond his 
comprehension. 

What should we do? We should 
stand firm against tactics of divide, 
weaken and destroy—through threat or 
through blatidishment. But, equally, 
we should do nothing—by provocative 
word or policyto increase that fear, 
of the West as a threat to peace, which 
they claim, genuinely or not, to feel. 

There is great power in the Soviet 
Union—based on total control and iron 
discipline. But our strength can be far 
greater, for peace as well as defense, if 
we wish to make it so, because it is 
based on the free man. The Communists 
think that this freedom of ours, by en- 
couraging laziness and license, will be 
our undoing. We know that—rightly 
used—it is our greatest source of 
strength, 


Educational TV Again 
From The New. York Times 


The question whether New York State 
will take some small, hesitant, experi- 
mental ‘steps in use of television for 
education will again confront the Legis- 
lature opening its session. The Board of 
Regents has reiterated its support, but 
reco ends a cautious first appropria- 
tion of only $975,000. 


Meanwhile, a report will be coming 
along from a committee appointed by 
the State Education Department and 
headed by Dr. Walter B. Emery, charged 
with studying the value of educational 
television and New York's progress in 
it. A third agency, the Metropolitan Ed- 
ucational Television Association, is like- 
wise at work in the field, hoping to be 
in production soon on programs. Here 
again the problem is money. 


It seems to us that first emphasis, 
here in New York and in the use of 
tax funds, should be on classroom tele- 
vision. This would involve, in any area, 


establishing an ultra-high-frequency sta- 
tion, if there were to be dissemination 
of the program among any considerable 
number of schools. But it need not im- 
mediately create any problem of trying 
to convince a reluctant public-at-home 
to spend money converting a standard 
set to receive UHF broadcasts, such as 
would arise for adult education. 

We are confident that some day in 
the not too distant future much teach- 
ing will be done by TY. Already there 
has been considerable experimentation 
around the country, and some of it has 
been done here in New York. 

It appears that if New York had 
started sooner in this new field we 
might have made some mistakes. On 
the other hand, we might have blazed 
some new trails. But certainly the time 
has come, and the art has progressed 
enough by now, to risk a million or 
two dollars when there is such promise 
of rich returns.

Between Book Ends 


First ‘Act of French Tragedy 
IN_ THE THICK OF THE FIGHT: THE TESTIMONY 

OF PAUL REYNAUD. translated by James D. 

Lambert. (Simon end Schuster, 656 pgs., $7.50.) 

For those who wonder about French 
politics M. Reynaud’s testimony should 
supply a well-documented and factual 
answer, This book deals with France’s 
history from 1924 until the end of 
World War IIi—the light. M. Reynaud 
throws upon the dark deeds of some of 
France’s leading personages of that 
period will, if nothing else, make their 
deeds even darker than what has been 
considered merely a shady hue 

M. Reynaud describes his times from 
the period when he was a young deputy, 
then Minister of Finance and lastly as 
President of the 
Council. Asa lonely 
voice in the wilder- 
ness, a prophet of 
the type of Billy 
Mitchell, M. Rey- 
naud seemed to 
have either been 
ignored, misunder- 
stood, or intrigued 
against until such 
time when, at the 
helm of France and 
Supported by both 
Mr. Roosevelt and 
Mr. Churchill from 
abroad, he was in- 
capable of saving 
France from defeat by Germany 

What makes this book particularly 
interesting is M. Reynaud’s descriptions 
and background material of such per- 
sonalities as Petain, Darlan, Weygand, 
Laval and many others who, in one way 
or another, influenced France's fate. 

Apart from the condemnation of 
France's politicians, M. Reynaud gives 
a clear and factual picture of the role 
Belgium played before World War II 
and how. this country, more or less, 
contributed towards France's downfall, 

Though this is a book of memoirs, it 
serves at the same time as an exhaustive 
history of France's road to disaster. The 
personal experiences of its author. espe- 
cially of the time from his arrest, im- 
prisonment, and final liberation by the 
American army, read more like a thrill- 
er than a biography. M. Reynaud quotes 
extensively from French. Belgian, Ger- 
man and-English sources as well as 
from minutes of Cabinet meetings, de- 
bates in the Chamber and the Riom and 
postwar trials. 

M. Reynaud’s testimony is an account 
of France’s political bankruptcy be- 
tween the two World Wars. yet, at the 
Same time, with our knowledge of 
French policy and internal instability 
since World War II, it just seems like 
the first act of a tragedy which has yet 
to reach its climax. One can but hope 
for the best, but as matters stand 
and have developed since World War 
Il, and after one has read M. Rey- 
naud’s testimony, one can but wonder.

Larger Amount Proposed. 


For one thing, the Eisenhow- 
er Administration, as the Presi- 
dent's message to Congress re- 
vealed, has proposed a broader 
and more comprehensive pro- 
gram, without the restrictions 
of last year’s measure that made 
it difficult for some states, 
hard-pressed ‘financially, to 
qualify for federal help. 


Now proposed federal appro- | 


priations are much larger and 
more commensurate with the 
recognized need. The proposed 
five-year federal appropriation 
of $1,250,000,000, or $250,000,- 
000 a year, for grants to states 
on a matching basis, compares 


with $200,000,000 for three 
years, or $67,533,333 a year, 


that was proposed by the Ad- 
ministration last year. 

This approaches the amount 
for direct grants on a match 
basis embodied in the Demo- 
cratic bill now pending in the 
House, which calls for $400,- 
090,000 a year for four years, 
or $1,600,000,000 total, 

That led Speaker Sam Ray- 
burn to observe that there is 
not a great deal of difference 
in that respect between the two 
parties. His aim is to make the 
school construction bill the first 
order of major business in the 
House, and he hopes that will 
be soon. 


Credit Given to Folsom.

It relates to one 
outgrowth of the school seg- 
regation issue, namely the plans 
now being made in Virginia to 
permit parents who do not want 
their children to go to integrat- 
ed public schools to get grants 
from the state to pay tuition 
at segregated private schools.

In short, it would get less 
federal money than it otherwise 
would be entitled to receive.

Ford gave many years to 
strenuous campaigning jin civic 
roles, at the same time Carry- 
ing on his work as a vice presi- 
dent of the First National Bank 
in St. Louis. In 1950, when doc- 
tors advised him to drop all 
outside activities, he reluctant- | 
ly resigned as chairman of jhe 
Citizens’ Smoke Elimination 
Committee, head of the Anti- 
Slum Commission and member 
of the City Plan Commission. 

He would have celebrated his 
seventy-fifth birthday next Fri- 
day. Surviving are his wife, 
Mrs. Jean Wright Ford; two 
daughters, Mrs. John E. Curby 
and Mrs, Edward C. Simmons 
II, and three grandchildren, 
John E. Curby Jr., Sally Ford 
Curby and Edward C. Simmons 
III. 

Ford formerly lived at 54 
Westmoreland place, but in re- 
cent years had made his home 
at the Park Piaza Hotel. 

Born in Thomasville, Ga., he 
attended Amherst College, grad- 
uating in 1902. He returned to | 
the school in 1947 to receive an 
honorary M.A. degree. 

Ford’s father came to St. 
Louis in 1881 and established 
the food brokerage firm of Ford 
& Doan. He was a former pro- 
fessor of mathematics at Vir- 
ginia Military Instituté~ 
member of the St. Louis Boar 
of Education. 

The son expanded the busi- 
ness, becoming president of the 
firm and head of the National 
Food Brokers’ Association at 
‘the age of 39.

Discipline Problem

66 IS a problem which I hope you can enlighten me 
' a mother writes. “I have two children, one is 

three years old, the other just a baby. The problem 
deals ne: with the 3-year-old and her father. You see, 
— he was brought up on 

more or less a strict basis, 
where I was brought up 
with a less strict basis. 
This tends to bring up 
certain problems between 
us in connection with our 
daughter's behavior. I have 
had considerable chance to 
care for other children, 
and have learned their 
ways from an early age, 
whereas my husband has 
not.

ing that our Anna should have.

“ANNA IS a good child mostly. Hewever, she has quite 
a temper and likes to show it in different ways from time 
to time. She seems to love her little brother, but on the 
other hand she tends to be a little jealous. 

“Her father tends to bring out this jealousy by watch- 
ing her too closely when she is playing with the baby, to 
see that she doesn't hurt him. He also seems to chastise 
her more than is necessary. She refuses to eat when he is 
around, will not do anything I tell her to do without being 
spanked, pouts and yells. I let her play with the baby in 
her bath, or on the floor, all when he isn’t around, and 
she seems to enjoy it and is easier to nendie. I would > 
preciate any help you could possibly give me.’

THIS IS ALWAYS COMPLEX and a little difficult 
when a mother and father do not agree on the desirable 
type and amount of discipline. As a rule, when there is 
such a disagreement, it is the mother who has to give in. 
She can use her type of discipline in the daytime; but 
when the father is at home, he uses his. 

Fortunately, however, most children learn very early 
what they can expect from different people. And if they 
have even one parent who is gentle and reasonable with 
them, this seems to give them a reasonable amount of se- 
curity. 

Try to carry on as many of the routines as possible 
with Anna when her father is not around. Try also to leave 
as much of the discipline up to him when he is around, as 
you can. You say she won't do what you say when he is 
around without pouting and yelling. This is not too unusual 
for a child to play one parent against the other and to 

‘ mind less well when both are around. 

The main thing is to give up the idea that your hus- 
band will change, unless he wishes to, or that there will 
be any clear-cut satisfactory solution of this problem until 
you can discuss things more freely. You are the one who 
will have to adapt, and will have to try to avoid the kinds 
of situation which make the most trouble. As Anna gets 

older, things will probably be a little easier,

A Look at the House for 1980 Living 


It Will Have Three-Dimensional Color TV on — Sliding Partitions, an imatieng 


By Richard M. Barr 


Second article of a series pro- 
jecting life in these United 
States 25 years from now. This 
is not the dream of a science 
fiction writer. All the changes 
described here are based on 
plans, working models or blue- 
prints that already exist. 


ET’S get back to George 

Wharton’s home, the scene 

of the first article, and see 
how the wives of 1980 cope 
with their daily “problems.” 

Take a look at the house it- 
self. Extensive use is made of 
space and light. Only a small 
part of the outer walls are of 
conventional solid materials. 
Most of the wall area is a glass- 
like substance, perhaps a petro- 
chemical plastic unbreakable 
and treated to admit the ultra- 
violet rays of the sun but to ex- 
clude the heat-producing, infra- 
red sys. 

This treatment shield has a 
built-in film. When it is ac- 
tivated by a high frequency or 
magnetic field (by pressing a 
button) it polarizes to make the 
“glass” opaque, thus giving full 
privacy as desired. Press an- 
other button and it becomes 
transparent again. 

Most of the homes of 1980 
will be one-story houses. But 
Wharton, being a new account- 
ant, lives in a remodeled home 
dating back to around 1960. In- 
side, he has ripped out the walls 
and installed the eonventional 
1980 slide partitions. Whenever 
Mrs. Wharton entertains, she 
can make her rooms as large or 
as small as she wishes. 

One factor immediately 
catches the attention of any 
visitor from the Mid-Twentieth 
century: no light bulbs. There's 
not a lamp or electric light 
bulb anywhere in the house. 
Instead, controlled lighting is 
obtained from illuminant paints 
coating the inside walls. A small 
switch determines intensity of 
the lighting while, below the 
switch, three tiny pushbuttons 
allow spot-lighting at any of six 
points within the room. 

There is no TV set anywhere 


in sight. Instead a flat, thin 
panel, built into-one of the 
walls, is a receiving set. This 


panel is about a half-inch thick 
and measures about four by 
five feet. Similar panels are 
in the kitchen and each of the 
bedrooms. 
7 om ” 

HEN Mrs. Wharton turns 
W ine remote-control dial to 

“Off,” the panels become 
an unnoticed part of the tinted 
walls. At other times, when 
not used for viewing programs, 
she'll dial a certain channel and 
the screen immediately becomes 
a framed reproduction of one 
of the world’s great works of 
art—in full color. 

When the family tunes into 
some program, the screen 
comes to life. For the Whar- 
tons have their television not 
only in color but in three di- 
mensions. 

Mrs. W. also uses one of her 
TV sets for shopping. She dials 
the number of her grocery store 
and, on her screen, there ap- 
pears an immediate survey of 
everything in stock. First she 
looks over today’s specials, and 
as the store camera gives a 
close-up of each item Mrs. 
Wharton, sitting comfortably in 
her living room, orders, what- 
ever she wants by speaking into 
a small microphone concealed 
in her TV's control panel. 

There’s another little item 
on that TV set which comes in 
nrighty handy. If a good pro- 
gram is going to be on some- 
time when the Whartons are 
out, they simply plug in the 
tape-recorder and, when they 
come home they re-run it. 
That’s right — tape-recorded 
sight and sound, three dimen- 
sions, in color. 

Incidentally, in 1980 they call 
it Tri-Di, a contraction, of 
course, of the early term “tri- 
dimensional television.” 

Naturally, the entire Wharton 
home is climatized—not merely 
air-conditioned, but climatized. 
The temperature, the humidity. 
the very composition of the air 
inside the home is controlled 
by an electronic device. This 
is a plastic plate, about four by 
five feet in size, perhaps two 
inches thick, and set flush into 
the ceiling or wall. Using very 
little electricity, it has no mov- 
ing parts and circulates the air 
by convection currents. Noise- 
less, of course. 

The Wharton kitchen is the 
“standard job” for 1980. Occu- 
pying all of a 12-foot wall are 
the refrigeration devices. One, 
which looks like a counter top, 
is a beverage cooler. Another, 
next to it, dispenses a choice of 
ice cubes, crushed ice or cold 
water. 

Next to that is a combination 
food freezer-refrigerator. The 
refrigerator occupies the top 
half, the freezer the lower

half, and individually operated 
doors slide open or close ver- 
tically at the touch of a finger. 
Next to it is a moist-cold re- 
frigerator that rolls out like a 
large file drawer. This is for 
lettuce, cabbage and other 
leafy plants which cannot be 
preserved by exposure. to 
atomic isotopes. 

Behind this unit is the built- 


in food storage cabinet, con- 
taining inradiated meats and 
vegetables. These are foods 


exposed to controlled doses of 
atomic radiation so that they 
keep fresh indefinitely. 

There's a _ university  pro- 
fessor who has carried a cut 
of meat in his coat pocket for 
the past two years; it’s still as 
fresh as the day it was sliced. 
At the moment, however, in- 
radiated foods taste terrible. 
Scientists think it will take a 
few more years to overcome 
this handicap. 

Adjoining the kitchen sink is 
one gadget Mrs. Wharton loves. 
It's an automatic dishwasher- 
dryer -stacker-garbage disposal 
unit. Simply put in the dishes 
~y-don't bother to scrape them 
—and the unit washes, dries 
and stacks them according to 
size, flushing the garbage down 
to the atomic disposal in the 
basement. 

In the bedroom of the Whar- 
ton home, two closets accommo- 
date the couple’s clothes. Mrs. 
Wharton's closet contains a 
representative display of 1980 
feminine wear. Most of the 
materials are synthetics, some 
made in imitation of “natural 
materials” (wool, cotton, silk 
and linen), and others with 
color, weight, feel and weave 
completely different from any- 
thing existing back in 1955. 

The “natural” materials are 
reserved for sports wear or for 
those few eccentrics who still 
prefer them to the newer, more 


modern fabrics. 
T brieter garments than to- 
day, except for evening 
gowns, which still give full 
scope to the imaginations and 
whims of fashion experts. Street 
wear and work clothes of 
the 1980 woman are much more 
coJorful than those of the pres- 
ent, and almost all of them are 
designed with the basic inten- 
tion of pleasing the menfolk. 

Wharton's clothes, like those 
of his wife, are mostly “weath- 
erized.” The linings or in- 
teriors are permanently treated 
with new chemicals which, re- 
acting to body electric charges, 
maintain comfortable tempera- 
tures in any weather. Most of 
Wharton's clothes are one-piece 
suits, designed for comfort as 
well as style. Many of them 
are new  color-blends, with 
much gayer hues than were 
worn 25 years earlier. 

The clothes of both Mr. and 
Mrs. Wharton are of far lighter 
materials than those of 1955. 
The fabrics are stain resistant 
and longer-wearing. Because of 
weatherizing, the winter clothes 
are about the same weight as 
the summer outfit, but are 
much warmer than the heavy 
overcoats and other winter gar- 
ments worn back in the days 
when people actually built fires 
to heat their homes in the 
winter-time.

2—Automation which actually 
will increase employment. 
3—Some form of what we 
know today as the Guaranteed 
Annual Wage. 


4—New and wider applica- 
tions of television. 

Shortly after we launch the 
permanent: space platforms, an 
experimental flight will be 
made to outer space, possibly 
100,000 miles out into the uni- 
verse. There won't be any pas- 
sengers on board, in the com- 
mercial sense. Instead, there'll 
be a crew of scientists and tech- 
nicians, who will concentrate 
all their flight time on studies 
of conditions, techniques, ma- 
terials, stresses and strains. 


These advances will be due to | 


the combined progress of elec- 
tronics and atomics. In the 
words of Brig. Gen. David 
Sarnoff, president of the Radio 
Corp. of America: 


“The fact that electronics and | 


atomics are unfolding simul- 
taneously is a portent of incal- 
culable changes ahead. Never 
before have two such mighty 
forces been unleashed at the 
same time. Together, electron- 
ics and atomics are destined to 
dwarf the industrial revolution 
brought on by steam and elec- 
tricity.” 

The simultaneous “unfolding” 
of these two forces will be the 
key which successfully opens 
the door to man’s ultimate mas- 
tery of the machine .. . auto- 
mation. But what of the indus- 
trial and human problems these 
innovations will create? 


“Doubtless,” Gen. Sarnoff an- 
swers, “some of the innovations 
will call for a change in pro- 
ducts and methods of operation 
in some of today’s business or- 
ganizations. However, the whole 
history of our American econ- 
omy proves that such changes 
spell progress. 

“From the viewpoint of the 
country as a whole, we may be 
sure that it will mean many 
new jobs for every job canceled 
out. The contrast between the 
millions employed in the auto- 
motive and related industries 
and the employment provided 


by the blacksmith shops they | 
displaced, is an overworked ex- | 


ample. But it tells the basic 
story—the example is trite but 
true.”

progress results as tractors that 
run by themselves drawing high 
speed planters and reapers. 

Automation will spread to the 
farms. It is quite conceivable 
that, on a farm of the future, 
one vehicle will be geared up 
and charted the night before so 
that, exactly on the dot of five 
o'clock next morning, it will 
take off unmanned and, within 
a few hours, will have plowed, 
harrowed and  ~planted_ the 
“South 40,” untouched by hu- 
man hands. 

Whether in rural, suburban or 
urban areas, there will be less 
tension to living in 1980. This 
will be due to some form of the 
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guaranteed annual wage. 

“But,” cautions W. T. Lees, 
president of Career Counselors, 
Inc., a New York management 
consulting firm, “it is doubtful 
that this development, by 1980, 
will bear great resemblance *to 
GAW as we know it today. It 
probably will evolve into a form 
of profit-sharing, perhaps a 
form of Government-sponsored 
income insurance.” 

Tension also will be reduced 
considerably by the 30-hour 
week then in practice. This will 
allow more time for recreational 
study as well as play. In turn, 
this will result in more and bet- 
ter schools and universities as 
well as a higher educational 
level for all. 

Increased leisure time, plus 
advancements made in construc- 
tion and speed of travel ve- 
hicles, will make possible week- 
end tours of Europe, Latin 
America and the Orient.

When East 
could not double four spades, 
West knew that his partner's 
previous two-no-trump call had 
been a bluff, making it all 
the more likely that East had 
club support (for a runout, if 
he was doubled at no-trump).
